Jion W. H. Cushing, ex-minister of 
public works, came back to the capital 
from the south on last night's train. 
fie was back in time for the vote on 
the estimates, but did not venture to 
the legislative halls until this morning, 
when he appeared about 11 o'clock, 


and shook hands with some of the 
anembers, : 
Jf he appears in his seat in the 


house this afternoon it is expected 
that a formal charge including those 
charges which have been made against 
the ex-minister in the Capital, will be 
laid against hin. by one of the mem- 
bers. 

Mr. Cushing is still preserving. sil- 
ence as far as the newspapers are con- 
cerned, declining to make any state- 
nents. 

Last weck it was said that Premier 
Sifton had given Cushing his blessing 
and told that worthy that his best 
place in the interests of Liberalism 
was out of town during the session, 
4nd with a sorrowful heart and con- 
trite spirtt, the former minister of 
public works in Alberta took the 
train on Friday for Calgary. When he 
arrived there his fame had preceded 
him and there is every reason to be- 
lieve that his friends in the home 
town got around him and persuaded 
him to come back to Edmonton and 
brazen it out. 

Cushing was foolish to come back 
to Edmonton at this time, as it will 
cause new charges to be brought 
against him in addition to those which 
have been made already, and, in all 
conscience, even Cushing, with his 
rhinosceros hide, should be satisfied 
by this itime that enough has been 
made public to date to drive any man 
from public life. 

In chapter 2 of the statutes of Al- 
berta for 1909, clause 10, entitled, “An 
act respecting the Legislative Assemb- 
ly of Alberta,” the following will be 
found: 

“No person whomsoever, holding or 
enjoying, undertaking or executing, 
directly or indirectly, alone or with 
any other, by himself or by the inter- 
position of a trustee or third’ party, 
any contract or agreement with His 
Majesty, or with any public officer or 
department, with respect to the pub- 
lic service of Alberta, or under which 
any public money of Alberta ds to be 
paid for any service or work, matter 
or thing, shall be cligible as a mem- 
ber of the Legislative Assembly, nor 
-shall he sit or vote in the same.” 

One would imagine that that clause 
was sufficiently plain that even a man 
as dense as Cushing is believed to be 
on the difference between right and 
wrong, would be able to sce it, but 
from the following letter, which he 
wrote 10 his deputy during the pro- 
eress of the finishing up of the Cal- 
wary Normal school building, he did 
not think it was out of the way to 
take for his own firm a portion of the 
pickings of that transaction: 

Dear Mr. Stokes: 

Regarding the matter’ of the 
accounts for extras of the plast- 
erer and painter on ‘the Normal 
school, it would appear to me 
that they have not had fair treat- 
ment in connection with these ex- + 
tras. ‘They have both come to see 
‘tiie, and as) far as I am able to 
judge, their accounts should be 
paid, and there is no doubt they 


have received the same treat- 
ment as our firm and others, 
from the man in charge, whose 


evident intention was (¢o cause 
everybody to lose money. There 
is no doubt that he cost the gov- 
croment a large amount of money, 
more than there was any neces- 
sity for doing, in employing in- 
competent men, and not seeing 
that they did a reasonable amount 
of work. 

{ would like you to come here 
and go into ‘these accounts with 
these men and Mr, Gillespie, be- 
cause they will have tobe paid. 
Neither of them made any money, 
and they had to do extra work in 
connection with ‘the building, and 
it is nothing more ‘than | right 
they should be paid for doing it. 
‘As far as our firm is concerned, 
they will have to submit to what- 
ever ruling is made, but Iam not 
going to stand for other men los- 
ing money, through the actions of 
our own employees. = 

Twill be here next Friday and 
would like to have you here and 
get this matter settled up ‘ 
(Signed) W. Il. CUSHING, 
At the time this letter was written 


Cushing was not only a member of the 
legislature but he was the minister in 
charge of the construction work ol 
the whole province. He was the ar- 
bitrater in every case—the man who 
made the rulings governing the meth-

As an honest man he objected to this 
way of doing things, although, by do- 
ing so, he knew he was running coun- 
ter to the wishes of the then minister, 
who was anxious that the plasterer, 
the painter and “our firm” should get 
better opportunities to reach into the 
provincial treasury. 

Cushing complained to his deputy 
and asked for protection from the man 
in charge, “whose evident intention,” 
says Cushing, “was to cause everyone 
to lose money,’—‘our firm” — and 
others, Later on Cushing is urgent 
that the deputy minister should go to 
Calgary and go over all the accounts 
with the inspector. He is afraid to 
take action himself, evidently, and 
would like to throw all responsibility 
upon the deputy minister. He writes, 
however, to Mr. Stocks, as a pointer 
as to the course in which the favors 
should flow, “they will have to be 
paid’—the plasterer and painter—and 
then, in his most sorry and hypocri- 
‘tical strain, “as far as our firm is con- 
cerned, they will have to submit to 
whatever ruling is made, but 1 am not 
going to stand for other men losing 
money through ihe actions of our 
employees.” 

It is quite evident that Cushing was 
out for a “killing” in so far as the 
public funds of Alberta were concern- 
ed and when it is known that it cost 
nearly $100,000 more to complete the 
Normal school building than the con- 
‘tract’ called for originally, over $218,-, 
000 instead of $123,000—it will be seen 
that there were many reasons that ap- 
pealed to W. H. Cushing that “our 
firm,” the plasterer and the painter 
should be protected from ‘the straight 
lines that had been laid down by the 
inspector. 

The Capital takes this opportunity 
to call upon the premier to not only 
see that Cushing be ejected from the 
floor of the house, but that immediate 
steps be taken to have all moneys 
that have been illegally obtained by 
Cushing Bros. during the four years 
and a half that W. Hl Cushing occu- 
pied the position of minister of public 
works, refunded to the province. Now

Premier Makes Long Speech 


The premier made a lengthy speech 
in Which he explained his policy in 
full, It was after all, he said, a qties- 
tion of expediency. There were public 
buildings and other undertakings 
which had been projected by the late 
government, which had to be carried 
through, and this would use up most 
of the money that was not utilized in 
nieeting the immediate obligations of 
the province. 

ithe estimates of 1911, he said, were 
prepared with a view ta economy, 
having in mind the actual needs of 
the province, and the completion of 
such public buildings as already had 
been commenced, and as gere of im- 
nediate necessity. No f er build- 
ings than these were proy i for, and 
there would be no more rt houses 
provided for until a redist#ibution of 
judicial districts had been made. 

‘The premier went on to show how 
the parliament buildings, estimated by 
the old government to cost $1,500,000, 
would maw cost to camplete, $2,136,000 
and that the furnishings would bring 
this amount ‘to $2,500,000, There was 
4 appropriation on the buildings for 
next year Of $515,000 which would 
complete one wing of the building 
ready for occupancy. 

The premier went on to outline the 
sovefament’s policy in. expending 
$125,000 for the establishment of de- 
monstration farms throughout the 
provirace, the only item in the esti- 
mates to sajd, on which a matter of 
real policy was involved. 

Discussing the telephone policy, the 
Premior said the system had been 
showimg a profit of two per cent. 
earned b ythe cities and towns, but 
chat ‘the rulal lines had lost money. 

Ex-Premier Follows 

Dr Rutherford followed the pre- 
Jmier with a flat announcement that he 
wouf€ oppose the estimates as brought 
down on the vround of the diversion 
of the Waterways money, for other 
purposes, and criticized the manner 
in which the estimates had been pre- 
pared and also made the charge that 
the statement of liabilities published 
Wis an unfair one, and represented 
his former administration in a false 
li¢ht. 


Bennett Criticizes - 

Bennett made a lengthy speech, in 
which he commented on the huge debt 
which the provinee had incurred, and 
on which there was now a total fixed 
charge of $450,000, and in view of 
which tremendous debt, of $9,000,000, 
i} should be the duty of the province 
‘0 exercise a policy of the most rigid 
economy consistent with the utmost 
eliciency, haying regard to the wants 
of all communities from the standpoint 
only of absolute necessity. 

Ho did not think the estimates as 
brought down pursued such a policy. 

Bennett made the statement that, he 
bofieved the legislature of Alberta was 
tod large. It was not justifiable that 
with a population of only 325,000, 
there showld be alegislature of 41 
menbers. He made’ the’ suggestion 
that the telephone system should be 
placed under a non-political commis- 
sion, 

He criticized the government on the 
‘ost of the new provincial buildings, 
sayings that in a province which did 
not control its own resources, the ex- 
penditure of $2,560,000 was not war-

. Hon. Mr. Marshall's speech was tak- 
en up chiefly with an explanation of 
his demonstration farm scheme. He 
pointed out to Bennett that it was not 
a question in this province of popu- 
lation, in connection with the number 
of members in the house, but rather 
a question of the territory to be coy- 
ered. He pointed out too, that the 
cities of Edmonton and Calgary had 
a combined debt greater than that of 
the province. 

Mr. Marshall said he would like to 
give the information as to the location 
of his demonstration farms, but he 
hoped to have them all purchased be- 
fore any public anouncement was 
made If announcement were to be 
made now, prices of land would ad- 
vance prohibitively. 

He believed that since Red Deer 
was the present centre of population 
farms 
should be located south of that point 
and three to the north. That was all 
he cared to announce as to ‘their lo- 
cation, 

The purpose of these farms would be 
to provide an agricultural education 
which would reach the tiller of the 
soil, and his boys, a system of agri- 
culture that would work out the vari- 
ous problems under which the farmers 
all over the province were laboring. 
No two of these farms would be alike. 
There were cnough different condi- 
tions in the province, as regards soil 
and climate, to make dt possible to 
have each farm working out different 
problems, 

A set of ordinary farm — buildings 
would be erected on each farm, sucly 
as would be erected on the farm of a 
well-to-do farmer. Copies of plans 
of these buildings, together with the 
cost would be circulated among the 
farmers, to give them some idea of 
what could be done on an ordinary 
farm. The principle of mixed farm- 
ing would be carried out. The farms 
would be under a general superintend- 
ent and foremen, who would be men 
able to go out and give instruction to 
farmers in institute meetings. 

It would be shown on these farms 
what hogs could be raised for, and 
a profit made. There would be pure 
seed raised to supply the farmers an- 
nually, who wished to purchase such at 
a reasonable rate. It was hoped that 
within three years these farms would 
be supplying annually 50,000 bushels 
of pure seed, It was the intention 
also to raise several herds of dual pur- 
pose cows. On each farm would be 
erected a hall with accommodation 
for 150 people, and these would be 
permanent headquarters for the short 
courses in agriculture. 

Mr. Marshall spoke briefly on the 
work of the publicity department to- 
wards which it was intended to devote 
$25,000 within the next year A total 
of $20,000 was also to be spent on 
eradication of noxious weeds. 

Railroads, Not Court Houses 

J. WK. Cornwall made a= brief but 
pithy speech, in which he said — the 
north country was not getting the con. 
sideration in the estimates it should 
get, “We don't want any telephones, 
nor demonstration farms, nor court 
hogses. The old log house is good 
enough for us. It is consistent with 
the conditions up there and with the 
‘attitude of the present government to- 
wards that country. We want rail- 
roads. The $20,c00 for colonization 
roads will not go far. This legislature 
voted $7,400,000 for a special purpose, 
it is being used for another purpose, 
and I will vote accordingly.” 

Mr. O’Brien. 

Chas. O’Brien hotly censured the 
government for what he called a mis- 
erable nittance of $10,000 in the esti- 
mates for inspection of mines. No 
wonder there were mine explosions, 
he said. One good man.who would 
look afterzhis job well in inspecting 
mines, would be worth nearly that 
amount. Tle said the law was being 
violated in every mine in Alberta. 

Puffer Opposed Sifton. 

W_ F. Puffer rose to oppose the Sif- 
ton estimates on the ground that he 
deemed the appropriation of the bond 
money was breaking faith with the 
country, and he would vote against 
them Te still hoped that the premier 
had some proposition to offer the 
legislature which would provide for 
immediate construction of a road into 
the north. 

Attorney-General Mitchell made a 
very careful speech in which he said 
he thought the government had done 
as much as they could under the cir- 
cumstances. Tle said he thought these 
estimates had no connection whatever 
with the policy of diversion of the 
A, & G. W. money. That was dealt 
with in the™bill voted on a few days 
ago. 

The whole Rutherford railway pol- 
icy was not being repudiated, merely 
one item of that policy was being al- 
tered for the time being.

Mr. Speaker, in moving that the 
Speaker do now leave the chair, and 
that this house do immediately resolve 
itself into committee of the Whole, 
it will probably be expected that there 
will be at least a few remarks in re- 
ference to this motion in accordance 
with the time honored custom, and | 
feel that it necessary that there 
should be some remarks and some ex- 
planations in regard to the estimates 
that have been on the table for the 
last few days for the information. of 
the members so that they might an- 
ticipate what is likely to arise in the 
course of the debate. I might say in 
explanation of the manner in which 
the estimates have been prepared that 
1 gave considerable attention to the 
way in which they could be pre- 
pared so as to give the fullest: pos- 
sibel information to the members of 
the house As you will remember, 
there was a session during the early 
part of this year, and possibly the pro- 
per technical way would have been 
to take these estimates, and to now 
vote the continuation to cover the rest 
of the year. But on examination of 
these estimates, finding that a consid- 
erable number of them had not been 
expended it struek me that the only 
way in which the house could — be 
seized of the absolutely correct man- 
ner in which the accounts were kept, 
and to be satisfied as to what had actu- 
ally happened, was to prepare the 
public accounts up to the first day of 
June showing the actual expenditures 
under these estimates, and then by 
preparing the estimates showing the 
actual expenditures for the whole year 
the deduction could be easily made 
and the members of the legislature 
placed in fair possession so that com- 
parisons, if necessary, might be made, 
and they would at least have all the 
information that was in the posses- 
sion of the government upon. these 
questions. 

I have in addition placed upon the 
back of the estimates for this year 
the auditor's report of the actual liab- 
ilities of the province upon the first 
day of June last, so that they might 
be in an understandable condition, 
and the details of these are easily 
understood, In fact, most of them 
are there practically in the position 
by which ‘they can be understood by 
the members, and show that the actual 
liabilities of the province on the rst 
day of June last were $4,815,350.73, 
With an indirect liability, which, for 
the information of the members I also 
have placed upon the back of the es- 
timates, in reference to railway mat- 
ters, of $25,743,000.00. I may say oan 
regard to this, as will strike anyone 
who looks over this list of liabilities, 
that there are two or three items on 
it which were only liabilities in a way, 
as in actual fact they were:not*due. 
There were estimates for some other 
purpose which would not be due until 
the 3orth of June, but in estimating the 
actual liability of the province to the 
Ist day of June—five-sixths of the 
year—up to that time was estimated 
and was put in so as to place before 
the members of the house, the actual 
financial condition as on the tst day 
of June. 

Debt on Capital Account 

The estimates, as they are prepared, 
show in addition to this the fact that 
there is to be a considerable debt 
on capital account. The debt for the 
province of Alberta on capital ac- 
count will be on the 31st of December 
—taking the estimates that are here 
shown in the books, and accounts that 
have been prepared during the years | B 
that have gone by—$6,243,766.62, of |B 
which more than two millions was on! 
account of telephones. ‘Ue expendi- 
ture on capital account for the year 
1911 according to the estimates is $2,- 
483,058.00. The estimated capital ac- 
count including telephone and other 
bonds is $9,400,200 00. Deducting this 
it leaves a balance upon the last day 
of December, 1911, according to he 
estimates that have been produced of 
$701,148.27, divided into two amounts, 
the surplus on capital acount being 
$672,475.58 and the surplus on regular 
account $28,672.00. This is the actual 
state of the finances in accordance 
with the estimates. ‘Ihe way in which i 
this capital account has been arrived | 
at has been by taking the sums that 
have been spent during the several 
years, and what is generally estimated 
to be capital account, although up to 
that time no provision has been made 
for the borrowing of the money for 
the purpose of making a special capi-

Edmonton and the north country have been betrayed. Citizens of 
Edmonton avill remember the names of those members avho voted 
against the railway and those who voted far it. 

RATEPAYERS SATISFIED 
WITH ADMINISTRATION 

The most obvious conciusion from the civic election yesterday 
is that the ratepayers of the city of Edmonton.are well satisfied with 
the administration they have been getting. 

The three members of the old council who:stoad for re-election 
were returned, one of chen, Ald. Lundy, at the head of the polls. 
Another retiring member, C seorge S. Armstrong, thas been elected 
for mayor without opposition, and the other candidates for council 
who secured election were not critics of the past administration. 

The extremely light vote indicates that by far the greater ma- 
jority of the ratepayers did not consider the contest of sufficient im- 
portance to be worthy of their attention. 

The only question of.a.contentious nature at all in the campaign 
was the question of the tenant’s franchise, and as all candidates 
except one were agreed that the principle involved in the act now 

before the legislature is sound, there could scarcely be said to be a 
division on this point. 

The councit selected is one which ¢s fairly represenitati ve of the 
interests of dhe town and which should be able to give the mayor 
proper support and assistance in the administration of the city’s al- 
fairs during the year 1911. 


TELEPHONE STATEMENT 
SATISFACTORY 

In‘the estimates brought down in the ‘house yesterday the one! 
item, outside the railway omission, that attracts attention of ‘the 
members is the capital ‘expenditure on telephones. Mr. Bennett 
seems to be of the opinion that the expenditure is too large and 
suggests that the telephone business should be placed under the raitl- 
way commission of ithe Dominion. In lieu of this he suggests an 
independent commission. 

While there is argument in favor of an independent commission, 
there can not be much in favor of placing the ’phone system nnder 
the Dominion railway commission. 

The purpose of the raihway commission is to protect ‘the inter- 
ests of dhe people from the rapacity of ithe corporations. No wsuch 
-occasion ‘for control .by the commission exists in the case of the 
telephone, as ‘the telephone is administered for the benefit of the 
people of the province. The statement shows that many of the rural 
lines are losing money, which is a pretty fair indication that there 
is no rapacity, from which the public need the protection of the rail- 
way commission. 

Considering the, fact that :the telephone is a new enterprise, s 
far as the government is concerned, that ‘the country Hnes are die 
in the formative stage and that, as in all such utilities, the public 
has to be educated tothe extensive use of ithe ‘phone, the statement 
which shows a profit of two per cent. over all lines should be accept- 
ed as satisfactory. 

The fact that the rural lines are losing money, which thas to be 
made up ‘by the cities, is no indication of unfairness in favor of the 
rural lines. ‘he subscribers to the city lines have the use of the 
rural lines, inasmuch as the long distance connection gives the city 
subscriber access to a very large area of ‘territory which’ could not 
be reached if the lines now being maintained at a loss were cut out. 

The telephone $s one of the best institutions in the hands of 
the government. Tt is doing more to make fife in the isolated see- 
tions of the province comfortable than any other one thing, and it 
adds more to the convenience of the public than any other branch 
of the government’s activities. The hope is that the time will arrive 
whn every farm house in the province will have its ‘phone, and the 
way to arrive at this happy state is to keep on extending the lines 
just as fast as the.conditions will warrant. ‘he government, would 
even be justified in accepting quite a considerable annual loss at the 
present ‘time so long as it could he shown—as is now evident—that 
the telephone was well and wisely administered. 


A WORK BROADLY 
HUMANITARIAN 

The annual report of the superintendent of the department of 
neglected children for the Province of Alberta has just been is- 
sued. he most striking sentence in the report is that “the object of 
the institution is not to punish but to reform.” Taken in conjunc- 
tion with another clause which says ‘Ninety-eight per cent. make 
good records and swing back into normal conditions of life without 
having the stain of reformatory left on their character,” it is clear 
that this department of the government is carrying on a avork which 
is broadly humanitarian. ; 

Political economists in these latter days have come to recog- 
nize that the best assets of a country is children. Students of sociol- 
ogy have demonstrated that delinquency in children is due very 
largely to environment. Large-hearted humanitarians, such as Ben 
Lindsay, for instance, who have taken up the cause of the children, 
have proven that a change of environment will in almost all cases 
save the child from a life of degradation and crime and will save 
the country the cost of punishing a criminal. 

The better day which recognizes that crime largely omis- 
directed energy and that the cure is not ito be found in punishment 
but in education ?s well on the way, and Alberta, being a progres- 
sive country, has recognized the principle by the establishment of a 
department which, irrespective of who the child may be, where he 
comes from or what ‘the nature of his case, undertakes instead of 
throwing ‘him into a prison cell, there to become steeped in the spirit 
of rebellion against the whole institutions of civilization and law, 
undertakes to treat him to a course of light, love and happy en- 
vironment, to the end that he may become a useful citizen and an 
asset to the province. 

The province owes it to every child within its borders that he 
or she be given a chance. The department of neglected children is 
working in that direction.

whole of the debt of this province, 
outside of the telephone department, 
are buildings that are required in the 
interests of ‘the province, and while it 
may be open possibly to some one to 
say that we could have got along with 
a cheaper parliament building than is 
now in course of erection that is a 
matter from which the judgment of 
the legislature and the judgment. of 
the late governmei wasexencised,and 
perhaps properly exgroised in the es- 
timation of the population of this 
growing country But when it be- 
comes necessary, as it does in a new 
country, to put up these expensive 
buildings, the only way in which they 
can be put up is by borowing the 
money. In reference to the parlia- 
ment buildings 1 have had as careful 
as possible an estimate made not only 
of what it has cost up to the present 
time but as to what it will probably 
cost when complete, and it may be 
asurprise to some of tihe members of 
the legislature—it certainly was to me 
—that the parliament buildings up to 
the first of June last had cost with 
the site and everything-that had ac- 
tually been paid out up to the first of 
June last $064,300.26. But up to the 
gist of December this year the esti- 
mate—practically is all expended—is 
$156,881,195. The cstimates including 
power house and whatever can be 
done, and it will probably be placed 
ina position in which it can be utilized 
by the members next fall if they so 
desire, will be $515,000, but that will 
not complete the building, but it will 
complete itt in a way that we may 
be able to utilize a portion of the 
building. The estimate for coimplet- 
ing it in accordance with the plans and 
specifications as originally prepated 
flor 1912 will require $600,000 addition- 
al, and that is estimated to give us a 
complete building without furnishing, 
making $2,236,182 for the building and 
an estimate roughly speaking of the 
balance to make up $2,500,000 for the 
completed building furnished properly 
for the accommodation of the legista- 
ture of this province. And I have no 
doubt, that when we get that com- 
pleted building the members of this 
legislature will be proud of it. The 
other buildings which are represemed 
by tthe expenditure of capital sceSunt 
both for this year and for next year, 
with on or two exceptions, are also 
matters that were started. There is 
the jail at Lethbridge, the asylum at 
Ponoka, the Normal School at Cal- 
gary, the Court House at Edmonton, 
and although mot stanted, the court 
house at Calgary and the Land ‘Titles 
Office at Edmonton for which an im- 
mediate provision must be made in 
accordance with the requirements of 
the legal business of this country. 
These with the small appropriation for 
the building of a government house at 
Edmonton practically constitute all 
the appropriations that are being made 
next year on acount of public build- 
ings with the exception of the neces- 
sary starting at least one more jail in 
the Province somewhere. I have 
made no other appropriations for the 
building of court houses throughout 
the country during the coming year 
because the actual necessities of the 
legal business throughout this coumtry 
do ont require them. I may say while 
upon that subject, because it has been 
brought to my attention constantly 
during the summer that has gone by 
and during the last month or so since 
the members came here, the fact ‘that 
almost every settlement throughout 
the country would be delighted o have 
a court ‘house ibuit in dt there is ao 
doubt in regard to that. 

_ It is the policy of this government 
that no more expensive buildings of 
that nature will be built unless the 
necessity arises, which may and will 
with the increasing population within 
a very short time for the redistribu- 
tion of the judicial districts of ‘this 
province in a way which will be more 
convenient for the population, and a 
benefit to the actual centre of popula- 
tion to have public buildings erected 
in the most convenient place for the 
transaction of that business. I say 
this in this way publicly because the 
mater has been brought to my atten- 
tion privately by a number. of the 
members, and there is a necessity 
which I have recognized and which is 
natunal in the various portions of the 
country that no one else could get 
ahead, and if they cannot get a court 
house they certainly do not want the 
adjoining village to have one and in 
that way be in on the ground floor, 
when the arrangement of the judicial 
districts should become necessary.

done in the way of building these 
buildings until the rearrangement of 
the judicial districts is made upon a 
proper basis, so that it will not be 
necessary to duplicate expensive build- 
ings, because it is only the building of 
these buildings which we can charge 
to capital account and borrow — the 
money for, but ‘the actual upkeep of 
a public building which must be done 
in @ pnoper manner in the dnterests of 
the people becomes a continual drain 
upon the annual revenue which should 
be devoted to proper, purposes 
The Demonstration Farms 

“The only real point that there is 
of new policy so far as this govern- 
ment is concerned, is in regard to the 
estimate for $125,000 for the purpose 


of purchasing five demonstration 
farms. ‘The question of an agricultur- 


al college is one that has been raised 
a number of times during the past 
year, and while it is not necessary in 
the present state of affairs of this 
country to have an agricultural col- 
lege in the way of training people as 
they are trained in some agricultural 
colleges, so that they way go forth 
and become professors in other col- 
leges, it is necessary in a diversified 
farming country such as this where 
almost every little settlement has a 
different climate that there should be 
scattered along as far as possible de- 
monstration farms carried on las mear- 
ly as possible in the way in which the 
ordinary farmer would carry on his 
farm and with the idea of experiment- 
ing for the benefit of the ordinary 
farmer. It would be of no use to the 
people of this community ‘that there 
should be a demonstration farm which 
should cost three times as much as 
the neighboring half section, but what 
is required is that there should be a 
farm carried on by the ordinary farm- 
er, and that with practically the capital 
that an ordinary farmer could use pro- 
fitably in the conduct of his farm. 

J may say that in addition to these 
five farms, that in connection wih the 
public buildings that the province is 
acquiring from time to tite, both asy- 
lums and jails, and a quantity of land 
is also being selected which will be 
practically used in very much the same 
manner and that by an arrangement 
between the ministers who — have 
charge of these two departments, that 
the man who is in charge of the dry 
farming district in Medicine Hat will 
exercise supervision over the province 
in conection with this institution, so 
that instead of having five we have at 
least seven or eight of these farms 
scattered throughout this country so 
that there will be at least one within 
a reasonable distance of every farm- 
er in the province of Alberta. So far 
as the actual feeling of the house is 
concerned, the matter becomes one 
of necessity. These works were un- 
der the authority of this legislature 
undertaken, and they have to be paid 
for. They could not be stopped in the 
interests of the people of this coun- 
try and they must be paid for by the 
people of this country, ‘so that the 
estimates that are here are absolutely 
necessary estimates for the legislature 
of this country. | do not think that 
any person in Alberta will say that the 
expenditures that have been made 
during the years ‘that have gone by, 
the expenditures that have been made 
this year and the expenditures that 
are estimated for next year in regard 
to the extension of telephones, are not 
in the interests of the people of this 
country. And while I am upon that 
subject I may say that up to the pres- 
ent time at least we have been able to 
pay the expenses of the telephone sys- 
tem and to place a very smal! amount 
aside for the renewal of that system. 

Mr. Bennett: How much have you 
got for renewals? 

Mr. Sifton: There has been an esti- 
mated profit of two per cent for this 
year over and above the interest and 
that has been paid for renewals. — | 
may say that this two per cent., which 
is actual and not estimated ‘for the 
ten months that have gone by, is very 
largely paid by the towns and atiies 
and that very many of the rural lines 
are being run at,a small loss. Al- 
though this is so, I do not think most 
of the members of this legislature take 
the view that these rurat lines are 
not an actual necessity in the building 
up of this country at the present time 
and that even if they should be run 
ata small loss for a few years to come 
iis un the interests of this country 
that they should be built. But I 
would like to draw the attention of the 
members of the legislature that this 
policy cannot be carried on indefinite- 
ly, and that while it is the wish of 
the government, as it is the wish of 
the legislature, that they should be 
extended as far as possible and to as 
remote districts as possible, [ would 
like if the members of the Legislature 
would endeavor to teach public opin- 
jon in their respective neighborhoods 
the Impossibility of going on indefin- 
itely in the expenditure of unprodue- 
live capital in the way of rural tele- 
phone lines. But that question does 
not come up very much at present be- 
cause we have made an estimate for 
next year which I think will satisfy all 
the reasonable members that they are 
Ketting justice in regard to the ex- 
penditure on rural telephone lines in 
their districts 


Dr. Rutherford 


Dr. Rutherford congratulated the 
premier on his concise statement of 
the province's finances. He said that 
providence had not dealt altogether 
kindly with the administration, There 
had been heavy hail storms that had 
drained the hail insurance fund, and 
there had been a dry season in some 
parts of the province. Otherwise the 
province was very prosperous, people 
Were pouring in, and the populavior 
Was going up by leaps and bounds. 
He hoped the provincial treasurer 
would be able to add to the revenue 
of the province as the result of hi 
negotiations at Ottawa. His govern 
nent had been successful 
considerably to the revenue through 
uch negotiations. 

The estimates displayed a révenur 
‘or the coming year of only $120,000 
ron. the school lands fund. This wa 
V his opinion altogether too low. 1 
‘is was all there would be comin 
rom the school lands fund next year

he thought there must be something 
wrong, and the sooner the province 
got control of the school lands the 
better. 

Dr. Rutherford went on to note the 
estimated dncrease in civil govern- 
ment, of $14,000, of which there was 
an inerease of $9,000 in the attorney's 
department. He hoped that the new 
attorney general, who was no doubt 
going to be generous in salaries 
would prove as good an administra- 
tor as had his attorney general. 

There was in increase in school 
He thought this a 
little high, but had no objection since, 
if the full amount was not spent it 
would still He to the credit of the 
educational grants. 

He noted that the government ¢s- 
timated tthe full amount of expenditure 


on roads on capital account He had 
never done this. 


The Doctor said he had no apology 
to make for having left the province 
in debt, so long as the debt had been 
incurred for a legitimate object. The 
very fact that there were public build- 
ings to be completed should not do 
away with the necessity of having 
railways. 

Dr. Rutherford went on to compare 
the debt of the province of Alberta 
of other provnices. 
In 1900, Ontario had direct debt. of 
$20,000,000. Other provinces had 
debts that were greater in propor- 
tion to Alberta. 

The statement 


with the debts 


of liabilities pub- 
lished by the government was mis- 
leading, said the doctor. Ife went on 
© point out that $68,000 on the Mount- 
ed Police account had been charged 
up against his five months of the year, 
as a hability, when it was not due 
till July. Tle did not know how the 
provincial auditor made up the Habil- 
ity of $93,000 for purchase of buildings 
from the Dominion governments His 
administration had not agreed to pur- 
chase buildings to that extent. The 
Calgary registry office site had been 


purchased at $1200 and was now 
worth $60,coo. For other buildings 
there had been agreed to be paid 
$63,356. 


There was always a great drain on 
the funds of the province in the early 
part of the year, while the greater part 
of the revenue did not come in until 
the latter part of the year. The liquor 
licenses, the C. P. R= taxes and the 
Dominion grants all came in after the 
first of July. The revenue collected 
for the first part of this year had been 
$689,167. If the provincial auditor 
had wished to give a fair statement, 
he should have dneluded this statement 
of revenue against the liabilities pro- 
portioned for the first five months. 

Dr. Ratherford pointed out that the 
quoted indtrect liabilities on railway 
guarantees of $25,009,000 did not real- 
By exist; that onky $18,000 of this had 
| been endorsed by the government thus 
| far. 
He thought ire estimate of the cost 
of the completion of the parliament 
buildings too high. 

Concluding, he said that in view of 
the fact that these estimates provided 
for the diversion of the Waterw ys 
money for other purposes than that 
for which it was intended, he could 
not vote for the estimates as they 
were.
